Political Factions Are 
Told America To Take 
Hand If Presidential 
Fight Causes Rebellion. 


PRESENT REGIME

Opposition Candidate 
‘SaysGovernment of 


Isthmus Is Corrupt; No 
Formal Action Now. 


Washington, July 27—(4)—A warn- 
ing was given by the United States 
today to the Panama political factions 


_ contending for control of that coun- 
try in the national elections August 5 


that should revolutionary activities be 
started, as intimated by the oppesi- 
tion party, this government would be 
compelled to step in and maintain 
order. 

Secretary Kellogg does not believe, 
however, that there is justification for 
American intervention at this time, 
a step which had been requested by 
Dr. Jorge Boyd, the opposition party's 
candidate for the presidency, who 
charged fraud and corruption to the 


‘present government. 


Issues Formal Statement. 

In a formal statement the secretary 
said these charges had “failed to con- 
vince the (state) government that 
there is sufficient groyad to authorize 
the intervention of the United States.” 

He insisted that while the United 
States has vital interests to protect 
in the Canal Zone and authority to 


maintain public order, the primary 
obligation to conduct u free and fair 
election rests with the Panama gov- 
ernment and this country will main- 
tain an attitude of impartiality be- 
tween the contending parties. 

To Enforce Law. 


Assurance has been given Mr. Kel- 
logg by the Panama minister here 
that his government will administer 
the law scrupulously, as otherwise it 
would not expect the United States 
to recognize the successful candidate. 

The opposition party had declared 
to Mr. Kellogg that free and fair 
elections could not be held without 
American intervention and unless 
there was intervention “revolutionary 
activities will ensue.” 

The secretary said today that the 
United States “sincerely trusted such 
counsel would ‘not prevail,’ but 
“should such a lamentable situation 
arise, the department believes the 
Panaman government will be able to 
preserve public order.” 

“Should this unfortunately not be 
the case,’ ’it was added, “the United 
States would be compelled to exercise 
the power granted under the treaty 
and the constitution (of Panama) to 
maintain order.” 

Dr. Boyd, who is visiting Mrs. 
Boyd’s parents in this city, in a 
statement tonight commenting on 
Secretary Kellogg’s action, denied 
that the opposition party had threat- 
ened revolution in Panama or had 
‘SEked intervention by the United 
States. 

He added that his party merely was 
seeking the good offices of the Unit-

SMITH AND RITCHE

Smith and Ritchie, who had dinner 
together and later talked at length, 
also discussed the prohibition sections 
of the democratic candidate’s accept- 
ance speech, and touched on the speak- 
ing tour which Smith will make. 
Ritchie said the governor’ should 
“show himself to the people” more 
than is now contemplated. 

Bruce in Attendance. 

Howard Bruce, democratic national 
committeeman from Maryland, was at 
the dinner. 

The New York governor wil! go to 
Hampton Bays, Long Island, Satur- 
day for a vacation of several days. 
He plans to divorce himself entirely 
from politics and to swim and golf. 
No political conferences have been 
scheduled for his rest period.

New Treaty, Resulting 
From Long Discussion, 
Permits Nanking Pow- 
ers To Fix Schedules. 


STEP IS SURPRISE 
TO WORLD EXPERTS 


Kellogg Works Quietly 
and Takes Nations by 
Surprise; Much Debate 
Is Expected as Result. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, July 27.—(United. 
News.)—Quietly taking the initiative 
while other powers held back, the 
United States has signed a treaty with 
the new Chinese nationalist govern- 
ment giving China complete eontrol 
over its own tariff schedules, so far 
as this government is concerned. 

This is a step which the new Chi- 
nese regime has been insistent upon 
for some time. 


The treaty was signed Wednesday 
at Pekin by American Minister Mac- 
Murray for the United States, and T. 
V. Soong, for the nationalist govern- 
ment. 

This step, formally announced to- 
day, Came as a complete surprise to 
the diplomatic world. Negotiations 
had been going on secretly since 
March. On July 24, Secretary Kel- 
logg sent a formal note to the nation- 
alist government stating the United 
States was ready to begin negotia- 
tions for a new tariff treaty at once. 
The treaty, already drafted in final 
form, was signed the next day. Sec- 
retary Kellogg even held up the an- 
nouncement that he was prg@pared to 
negotiate the treaty until Thursday 
morning, the day after the treaty ac- 
tually was signed. 

So completely has he taken the 
other powers unawares that today’s 
afternoon newspapers here carry dis- 
patches from Tokyo and London ex- 
pressing surprise in those two capitals 
that Kellogg had even volunteered to 
negotiate a treaty without first con- 
sulting the powers, although when this 
comment was made the treaty actual- 
ly had been signed. 

In view of reported tension between 
the nationalist regime and the Japa- 
nese government, this action by the 
United States may prove to be a 
source of much _ discussion. Most 
diplomats view it as a step which will 
result in fostering much goodwill in 
China toward the United States and 
they forsee that this goodwill may re- 
sult directly to America’s advantage 
commercially. 

The new treaty permits China to 
place whatever duties it deems neces- 
sary on American goods, so long as 
those rates do not discriminate in fa- 
vor of goods from other countries. 
This latter proviso opens up many 
complications which may delay the in- 
auguration of made-in-China tariff 
rates. 

China’s customs collections and 
schedules of duties are entirely con- 
trolled by the world powers through 
old treaties forced upon China after 
the opium wars when petty Chinese 
officials; many of them extortionate 
and corrupt, were bleeding foreigners

GANGSTERS RAID 
CHICAGO PAPER 


Bandits Get $7,000 by 
Forcing Cashier, Police 
Guard and Helpers To 
Lie Down in Office. 


Chicago, Jyly 27.—(*)—Three ban- 
dits, armed with a sawed-off shotgun, 
tonight entered the Herald and Exami- 
ner newspaper offices, held at bay a 
policeman, a paymaster and two pay- 
master’s clerks, and escaped with be- 
tween $6,000 and $7,000. 

The money was to be paid to press- 
room employees and consisted of cur- 
rency of small denominations. 

The robbery took place as Paymas- 
ter A. S. Vongolin entered his guard- 
ed office. Inside were Policeman 
George Larson and Clerks David F. 
O’Shea and Martin Kelly. 

Close on Vongolin’s heels, as he 
turned to shut the door, came the three 
bandits. One of them tore open a car- 
board box and produced a short shot- 
gun. 

He flourished {ft and ordered the 
three newspaper employees to lie down. 
The other two snatched the money 
satchel from Vongolin and fled while 
the first covered their escape with the 
gun. No shots were fired. 

Passerbys on the street saw two 
men jump into an open touring car 
and speed away. No one could be 
found who saw the others flee. 

The method employed by the robbers 
was said by police to be similar to 
that used June 6, in the holdup of the 
Detroit News. In that robbery, how- 
ever, a pistol battle with police oc- 
curred.

Guard Is Killed, Deputies 
and Convicts Wounded 
as Seven Men Escape 
Farm Near Houston.

Fleeing Prisoners Are 
Heavily Armed; Two 
Gun Battles Result; One 
Shot From Horse. 


Houston, Tex. July 27.—@)— 
Henry Ward, a guard at Imperial 
state farm No. 2, near Sugarland, 
was killed and two Richmond deputy 
sheriffs and two convicts were wound- 
ed tonight following a break for free- 
dom by seven prisoners at the farm. 

The break, one of the worst in the 
history of the penitentiary farm sys- 
tem in south Texas, was marked by 
two running gun battles between of- 
ficers and guards and the fleeing men, 
some of them armed heavily. 

Ward lost his life when he rushed 
to the assistance of Jim dJeeter, a 
guard, who had been disarmed by the 
convicts. Jeeter’s shotgun and pistol 
were taken from him and he was or- 
dered to “get away quick.” 

Jeeter complied with the command 
and as he galfped his horse across the 
prairie, one of the convicts leveled the 
shotgun and fired at the retreating fig- 
ure. He was unarmed, but Ward, who 
rushed to his assistance, was shot from 
his horse with the shotgun and two 
bullets from a .45 calibre pistol. Ward 
died instantly. 

Seven convicts fled the prison 
camp, swam the Brazos river and 
scattered in the underbrush.

4Q ARE INJURED 


AS STANDS GRAS 


Thirty-Foot Section Falls 
at Jacksonville Track: 
14 of Victims Taken to 
Hospitals; All To Live. 


Jacksonville, Fla., July 27.—(“)— 
Nearly two-score of persons were in- 
jured, 14 of them seriously enough to 
remain in hospitals over night, when 
a portion of the grandstand at the 
Florida state fair grounds collapsed 
tonight. Approximately 5,000 spec- 
tators had gathered there to witness 
the drawing of a ticket that would 
have entitled the winner to a free au- 
tomobile, given away by the Jackson- 
ville Merchants’ association. 

Every available ambulance in the 
city was rushed to the scene of the 
accident, which occurred when a 30- 
foot section of an 8-foot aisle col- 


lapsed, hurt¥ing 
spectators to the ground, 20 feet be- 
low. _None of the injured will die, 
hospital authorities state. 

Seriously Injured. 


Among those most seriously injured 
were Mrs. H. E. Goethe, who suf- 
fered a broken back, and Mrs. A. J. 
Brannon, who received a broken ankle 
and possible broken back. Officer A. 
N. Reddy, who was directing traffic 
outside the fair grounds after the ac- 
cident, was run down by a police car 
driven by Lieutenant T. L. Johnson, 
who swerved his machine suddenly 
around an ambulance parked by the 
roadside. Reddy was released from 
the hospital after treatment. 

A list of the injured who remained 
in hospitals tonight follows: 

S. A. Clifford, injured hand; his 
wife, sprained back; F. Hartley, brok- 
en left foot: Clafre Miner, injured 
right hand; Mrs. H. E. Goethe, brok- 
en back; Mrs. A. J. Brannon, broken 
angle and suspected broken back;

Much Confusion. 


Considerable confusion prevailed 
following the accident, but police, aug- 
mented by members of the American 
Legion, soon brought the excited 
crowds under control. Fire trucks 
were ordered to the scene to clear 
away the debris. 

Sam Ellis, manager of the State 
Fair association, issued a statement 
shortly after the accident in which 
he stated that the grandstand, locat- 
ed at the edge of the city, recently 
had been inspected and was found to 
be safe.

Once Lawyer’s “Devil,”

London, July 27.—(United News.) 
King George has approved the ap- 
pointment of the most Reverend Cosmo 
Lang, archbishop of York, to succeed 
Dr. Randall Thomas Davidson as 
archbishop of Canterbury. 

Dr. Guy Warman, bishop of Chelms- 
ford, likely will be appointed archbish- 
op of York. 

Appointment of Doctor Lang ele- 
vates a former lawyer's “devil” to the 
highest position in the Church of Eng- 
land. 

Dr. Lang was born October 30, 1864, 
and became in his forty-seventh year 
the youngest archbishop England ever 
had, his father was Rev. John Mar- 
shall Lang, chancellor and principal of 
Aberdeen university. 

Although his father was a promi- 
nent churchman the son manifested no 
tendency to follow in his father’s foot- 
steps during his early years. He was 


educated at Glasgow university and 
Ballio college, Oxford, following his 
graduation he decided to study law. 
He entered Middle Temle Bar and

CALLED TO SCENE 
10 TREAT VICTIMS 


Miss Margaret Myers 
Meets Death and Miss 
Leila Belle Ellard Seri- 
ously Hurt in Wreck. 


VICTIM IS RUSHED 
TO HOSPITAL HERE 


Blow Out of Tire Is Said 
To Have Caused Acci- 
dent; Automobile Turns 
Over Three Times. 


Miss Margaret Myers, 15-year-old 
daughter of H. L. Myers, of Nor- 
cross, was instantly killed and five 
other persons were injured when the 
automobile in which they were riding 
overturned about 11 o'clock Friday 
night on the Atlanta-Norcross road, 
one mile south of Norcross. 

Miss Leila Belle Ellard, 16-year-old 
daughter of Mrs. T. H. Ellard, also of 
Norcross, was seriously injured in the 
accident and a telephone call was sent 
at once to Dr. W. L. Aiken, promi- 
nent Atlanta surgeon, to come to Nor- 
cross. 

Immediately after receiving the 
summons, Dr. Aiken left for Norcross. 
Arriving there he found the condition 
of Miss Ellard so serious that hospi- 
tal treatment was declared impera- 
tive. A Norcross ambulance was ob- 
tained and the victim rushed at once 
to the Georgia Baptist hospital in 
Atlanta. 

Dr, Aiken announced after his ar- 
rrival here at 1 o'clock this morning 
that Miss Ellard was suffering from 
a fractured skull, that she had stood 
the trip well, and that although her 
condition was critical she had a 
chance for recovery. 

Others who were in the wreck, 
escaping with less serious injuries, 
were Harold Carlyle, who received a 
deep laceration on the head; Frank 
Lankford, who suffered a fracture of 
his right arm; Dave Barrow, who re- 
ceived a deep laceration just below the 
left eye, that may impair his sight, and 
Roy Norris, who suffered several cuts 
on the face. Miss Dorothy Simpson 
was the only occupant of the auto who 
escaped unhurt. 

The car was being driven by Lank- 
ford when the crash occurred. Oc- 
cupants of the machine declared that 
the accident occurred when a front 
tire on the light car blew out, causing 
the machine to turn over three times.

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FLAMES RAVAGE 
WIDE GRAIN AREA 


Walla Walla, Wash., July 27.—( 
A blackened waste of wheat pasture 
land, comprising some 80,000 acres, 
today marked the ravages of a fire 
that romped across the Eureka flats 
grain country between Walla Walla 
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and the Touchet river and was halted : 
only after hundreds of men had fought |: 


the flames for hours. 

A change in the direction of the 
wind brought success to the fire fight- 
ers, but only after a score of farmers 
had seen their season's crops destroyed 
and in some cases their farm build- 
ings also. The burned area, nineteen 


square miles. was winter grazing pas- || 
ture land, and about 3,500 acres of |' 


wheat land in crops. 
Big Loss in Grain. 

Farmers placed their grain loss at 
50,000 bushels. Warehouses at Wel- 
land, Adkins and Eureka Junction, 
all filled with harvested wheat, were 
unharmed. The flames completely cir- 
cled Adkins, where backfiring opera- 
tions were successful. 

About twenty farmers were affected 
by the losses, all of them reported to 
have been well insured. 

The flames, spreading like a funnel 
from their start near Walla Walla, 
separated into two tongues at the 
Hatch ranch, one section being stopped 
within a mile and a half of the Snake 
river; seven miles west of Eureka. 

Halted Near River. 

The other was halted near the Tou- 
chet river, six miles southeast of 
Eureka, when plowing of a fireguard 
and backfiring were made successful 
by a change in the wind. This pre- 
vented spread of the flames beyond 
Eureka, where heavier crops were 
growing for a distance of 40 miles. 

The fire was believed to have been 
started near Wallula yesterday morn- 
ing by sparks from a locomotive or 
by a cerelessly thrown. cigarette. 
Hundreds of ranchers and townspeople 
joined the army that fought the flames 


through the night.

Germany, apparently acting on her 
own initiative, informally sounded out 
the United States and soviet ambassa- 
dors with regard to their views. The 
ambassadors here referred the inquiry 
to their government, 

Hitherto the soviet government had 
been inclined to adopt an attitude 
that refusal to permit Russia to ap- 
pear among the original signatories of 
the pact in Paris would diminish the 
likelihood of Moscow's subsequent ad- 
herence. 

The Berliner Tageblatt’s Washing- 
ton correspondent cabled his newspa- 
per that questions in the best informed 
quarters in Washington led to the 
conclusion the United States would 
not object to Russia’s participation 
in the pact. 

Inquiries here indicated Moscow 
still is in a receptive mood for an in- 
vitation to be one of the signatories. 


KELLOGG PLANS 
HURRIED JOURNEY. 


Washington, July 27.—(#)—Secre- 
tary Kellogg expects to make a hur- 
ried trip to Paris in. August to sign 
the national war treaty which grew 
out of his exchanges with Foreign 
Minister Briand, of France. 

He will participate while abroad, 
however, in .no discussion. of debts, 
reparations, Rhineland occupation or 
any other international problem of Eu- 
rope.

Farmer, and other members of the 
staff who, with their families, occu- 
pied apartments in the burned section. 
A night watchman gave the alarm 
about 12:45 a. m., in time to get all 
occupants out just as the high cupola 
gave way and crashed onto a wing in 
which male patients were housed. It 
“or not break through and no one was 

urt. 

Attendants unlocked all buildings 
and escorted out men and women in 
their night clothes or whatever they 
could gather about them, herding them 
on the lawns where, surrounded by 
cordons of guards, they watched the 
blaze. Most of them were returned 
inside by 3 o'clock. 

Inmates of the hospital ward were 
carried out and placed on beds about 
the grounds, where they spent most 
of the night. 


Water System Ruined. 


Occasional screams from the excited 
patients added to the confusion and a 
number of them got away from the 
main group. Only 18 disappeared, 
escaping to the road and railway 
tracks, but three were returned 
shortly. 

The fire destroyed the hospital's 
water system, seriously hampering the 
fire department and resulting in ab- 
sence of water for all purposes dur- 
ing the day. A small tank in the 
central building’s cupola, filled by 
pumping from a nearby stream, had 
supplied the buildings. 

The loss was estimated in excess 
of $250,000, but definite figures were 
not available. 

Attendants denied that the loss of

Student Gets ‘Feel’ of Flying 
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Plane at the Dual Controls 


BY DON BROWN.

Newark-Elizabeth Airport, July 27. 
I got the “feel” of a plane flying 
under my control for the first time 
today. I could sum up my first sen- 
sations in one word, “disconcerting.” 
But after an hour I began to get a 
faint idea of what it was all about. 

When we had climbed up to about 
3,000 feet altitude the instructor 
raised his hands and signalled to me 
that nominally I was flying the plane 
from my set of the dual controls, I 
immediately pushed the stick forward 
a bit so as to keep the nose of the 
ship well down. 

You see, I had been reading books 
about flying and they all said that 
many accidents are caused by student 
fliers trying to climb a ship too 
steeply and “stalling” so they lose 
flying speed and plunge down perhaps 
tail first or sideways and beyond con- 
trol. 

The day was fairly clear for New 
Jersey at this time of the year, but 
the horizon was obscured and indefi- 
nite. I was _ trying to balance the 
plane by keeping the tip of the nose, 
which I could see from my cockpit, 
exactly on the horizon and the wings 
on each side parallel with it. It was 
the only way I could be sure of flying 
straight. 

The fact I couldn’t tell exactly 
where the horizon was spoiled this 
trick. When I pointed the plane 
down to the first part of it I could 
see I was losing altitude rapidly. The 
instructor jerked oon the stick oe- 
casionally to make me pull it back 
up but I didn’t get the idea. When I 
kept on putting her nose over toward 
the earth he cut off the engine and 
yelled back: “Take it easy and keep 
the nose up!” 


Pushed Sideways by Wind. 


Tht instructor got the plane over 
the Pennsylvania railroad tracks run- 
ning into New York and signaled for 
me to try to fly straight along above 
them. There was a side wind blow- 
ing. 

After I flew for about five minutes, 
very much occupied with trying to 
keep my balance—the air was fairly 


“bumpy”—I looked down. The rail- 
road tracks I was supposed to be fly- 
ing over were about half a mile to 
the left. -When you are flying in a 
side wind like that you have to keep 
the nose of the ship pointed into it 
slightly so as to make up for the 
drift. 


I over-controlled the ship. Prac- 
tically all beginners do this. I had 
imagined that you had to wrestle 
with the controls of a plane. But the 
slightest movement of the stick or 
rudder bars was so effective I nearly 
plunged us over sideways several 
times with my strong right arm. The 
instructor had to take the controls 
away from me. 


Instructors’ Task Not Easy. 


I don’t suppose instructors are 80 
badly paid, but whatever they get, 
they deserve every bit of it. 


The flier that took me up today is a 
veteran of the Royal air force and the 
American army. He was credited 
with eight victories over German 
fliers during the war. He is so cool 
at all times, as far as I can tell, even 
a novice at the controls doesn’t seem 
to bother him. 


When I asked him after the flight 
if he wasn’t afraid I was going to 
crash us, he laughed at me and said: 

“At 3,000 feet or even less you 
could do anything you wanted to with 
the ship. I would have plenty of 
time to correct the migtake and 
straighten us out. I don’t ever wear 
a parachute and I don’t need one. As 
long as I have got a plane under me 
I can handle’ it and I can put it 
down without hurting myself—unless 
I have unusually bad luck. 

“You've got to get it into your 
head that while somebody else may 
get hurt flying, you don’t. That sort 
of confidence will save you twenty 
times, where if you expected to crash, 
you would get it.” 

Tomorrow I will get to fly again, 
and if I can show that the practice 
and instruction I got today has done 
me any good, I'll start out to make 
my first turns.

In replying to a recent open 
Jetter of Bishop Ainsworth, G. E. 
Maddox, chairman of the state 
democratic executive committee,

Senator George announced before 
the Houston convention that if he 
was not nominated he would sup- 
port and speak for the nominees of 
his party. He knows, as does every 
thoughtful citizen, whether in or out 
of office, that party government can 
only be maintained by party regu- 
larity, It is not possible to belong 
to two parties at the same time. 
This would automatically break 
down the party system. There is 
no obligation to any elector voting 
for Hoover, his abrogation of the 
Wilson segregation order, his pro- 
ounced views for centralized gov- 
ernment. If a voter wants to con- 
done corruption in high places, 
negro domination, federal office and 
all that sort of thing, there is no 
license against it. 

The point is, this is a government 
of parties and must always stay so 
as long as it is administered under 
our present constitution.

That Supreme Court Bogey 

Some respectable newspapers that 
come to my bedside comment seriously 
upon the Bill Allen White bogey that 
if Smith were president he could so 
pack the supreme court of the United 
States as to bring forth a decision 
“that the eighteenth amendment is un- 
constitutional”! What arrant rot 
that is! 

The constitution is the creator of 
the supreme court and confers upon 
that tribunal no other power over the 
constitution than to declare its  su- 
preme authority and interpret its 
terms applicable to specific cases pro 
erly brought to its bar. 

As to constitutional amendments 
the supreme court can only inquire 
into them to be sure they were sub- 
mitted and ratified according to arti- 
cle V of the constitution, The su- 
preme court, when those facts are 
proven, can no more declare an amend- 
ment unconstiutional than it can de- 
clare the whole constitution “uncon- 
stitutional” and by that decision bury 
itself in the ruins! 

The court has already decided that 
the eighteenth amendment ‘met all 
needed conditions and is a part of the 
constitution. That is res adjudicata ! 

Where the Only Relief Lies. 

Those who do not like prohibition 
and have sense enough to understand 
the plain facts concerning it know 
that there can be had no relief from 
it, whether adequately or illy enforced, 
but in two ways. One is to get the 
people to repeal the amendment, or to 
get congress to modify the Volstead 
act in some way that will not violate 
the amendment and that the supreme 
court will sustain. 

The court has already said that 
while the Volstead law is constitu- 
tional it is not the last word as to 
how congress may enforce the amend- 
ment. Congress can enlarge the per- 
centage of alcohol in beverages to over 
one-half of one per cent, provided the 
new percentage does not render the 
beverages “intoxicating.” Every pro- 
posal so far submitted in congress to 
modify the percentage has been over- 
whelmingly defeated, and there are 
few things more certain than that any 
proposals to liberalize the law will be 
promptly killed ¢ 


Purely an Election Device. 

Tt must be plain to any man not 
under espionage of the alienists that 
this whole prohibition racket is good 
for electioneering strategy in wet com- 
munities. As such let it serve its pur- 
pose as it may, but there is no call 
in it for dry citizens to tear their 
shirts and fear that “the pillars of the 
government are tottering on their 
bases.” Generally those who think 
they see them rocking are the ones 
who are doing the rocking.

This is contrary to 
popular belief, but physiologically 
sleep is repair time, and one who 
merely thinks hasn’t much repair 
work to do compared with one who 
labors. In cold weather or climate 
one needs more sleep than in warm 
weather or climate. Some people 
are fat because they sleep too much 
and others sleep too much because 
they are fat. Skinny persons require 
relatively more sleep than fat persons.

In his complete itemized statement 
of the receipts for the major fistic 
show of the outdoor season, Rickard 
revealed that the Madison Square Gar- 
den corporation suffered a loss of 
$155,719.77 on the match. Only 43,191 
of the faithful paid a gross “gate” 
of $691,014.50, while expenses of the 
match, including $525,000 paid Tun- 
ney and $100,000 to the challenger. 
amounted to $712,142. The federal 
government collected $126,084.50 
through its tax of 25 per cent on 
admissions and the state tax of 5 per 
cent drew $27,443.27. Rental of the 
stadium cost $52,142 and general ex- 
penses amounted to $35,000. In addi- 
tion to the fight receipts themselves 
Rickard gained revenue of $20,000 
from sale of the fight motion pictures 
and $15.000 for the radio privileges. 

“It was all my own fault,” Rick- 
ard said today. “I allowed myself to 
be talked into staging the bout in 
July, the worst month of the year. 
when a date in September, with every- 


one back in New York after summer 
- holidays, 


would have assured a gate 
of at least $400, 000 more. 

“Then again the general public 
never did take to the match. You 
boys said it was going to flop and 
I knew it was, too, but I couldn't 
admit it. The ticket sale fooled me 


took big blocks of tickets and then 

turned many of them back on the last 

day. That never happened before. 
Must Start Uplifting. 

“T must build up another contender 
and I have until next July to do it. 
There won’t be another heavyweight 
championship match until a year from 
this September. In the meantime I 
hope to find somebody to match the 
champion in all around color and 
ability. Tunney today is one of the 
greatest heavyweight champions in 
history. 

“I doubt if the contender will be 
any of the present crop. One of the 
big troubles with this match was that 
I had at least five contenders in 
Johnny Risko, Jack Sharkey, Paulino 
Uze udun, Knute Hansen and Heeney, 
all about the same caliber, but none 
definitely outstanding. There is only 
one thing to do, start the eliminations 
all over again. Draw in as many new 
faces as possible, and let the public | 
choose the next outstanding contender. 

“There is little probability of an-

match of the day, the French drew up 
to even terms and the custody of 
the cup for the year to come appeared 
at this stage to be in doubt. 

Saving Tilden for his singles match 
against Cochet on Sunday, the Ameri- 
can team will play George Lott and 
Hennessey, the youthful midwestern 
air, in the doubles match against Jean 

orotra and Jacques Brougnon tomor- 
row. If the youngsters come through 
and if Tilden outdoes himself by send- 
ing Henri tumbling after Rene, the 
United States will have sueceeded in 
its dramatic drive to recover the 
trophy.

For America 


Tilden at His Greatest in 
Victory; Americans in 
Paris Celebrate.

Paris, July 27.—In two of the 
most brilliantly stroked tennis 
matches I have ever watched in my 
life France and the United States 
broke even this afternoon in the first 
day’s play of the challenge round for 
the Davis cup. For the United States 
William T. Tilden, II, eame back in 
a magnificent uphill battle to down 
his former conqueror, Rene Lacoste, 
in a five-set match, 1-6, 6-4, 64, 
2-6 and 6-3, while Cochet, for France, 
beat John Hennessey with bewilder- 
ing play in four sets, 5-7, 9-7, 63 
and 6-0. 

The Rolland Garros stadium here 
was packed to its capacity by a bril- 
liantly and gorgeously colored audi- 
ence which formed a_— spectacular 
background for the exceptional tennis 
of the day. 

At His Greatest. 


Tilden never played better in his 
life than when he went out for what 
might have been his last chance to 
further his greatness, Personally, l 
have never seen Big Bill play so 
spectacularly nor have I ever seen 
him use his brains to so great an 
advantage. His headwork was su- 
perb. He used the elements to the 
greatest possible advantage and: ab- 
solutely changed his game and tac- 
tics as markedly as ever a football 
team changed its style of play to 
take advantage of circumstances, 

During the entire match Tilden 
used a chop stroke altogether because 
of the high winds. Despite the fact 
that volleying in the winds was diffi- 
cult Tilden never volleyed quite so 
well, His change of pace and his 
chop strokes baffled Lacoste. Though 
the Frenchman was steady as usual, 
Big Bill fooled him completely time 
after time and made many kills at 
the net, 

At the finish of the match Lacoste 
extended his hands in congratulation, 
later said: 

“Playing exceptionally well, Tilden 
was just too good for me today. He 
was magnificent.” 

Big Bill, on the other hand, said: 

“Thank God, I beat him in five 
sets. Everybody said I could not do 
it, but I did.” 

Experts on every side agreed that 
Tilden had uever played better than 
he did today. It seemed that he real- 
ized it was a crisis in his life and 
rose to unbelievable heights. To- 
night Americans all over Paris are 
celebrating the Tilden victory and 
showing hopes of seeing the cup re- 
turned to the United States, 

In the Hennessey-Cochet match the 
Indianapolis boy played very fine 
tennis. He entered the match in'a 
confident frame of mind and started 
off well, but the dashing Lyons star 
was too much for him, In the fourth 
set he played the greatest tennis I 
have ever seen in my life. He took 
six straight games to win 6-0. 


U. S. Has Good Chance. 


The result of the play leaves the 
United States with what I consider 
an excellent chance to win the cup. 
Personally I feel that Cochet is the 
most dangerous man on the French 
team when he is good. But he has 
off days and Sunday may be one of 
them. 

Hennessey and Lott will play 
against Brugnon and Borotra in the 
doubles tomorrow. This will give 
Tilden a day of rest. The Tilden- 
Cochet match Sunday should prove 
a great contest. The doubles seem 
to me a tossup although I slightly 
favor the chances of the Frenchmen, 
who showed good form in practice 
today. 

After the matches, Ambassador 
Herrick called at Tilden’s dressing 
room and congratulated him. Tilden 
remarked that the ambassador had 
made his victory possible by appeal- 
ing for his reinstatement and he 
would do or die in his next match.

About every pro you go to for 
a golf lesson will tell you that a 
fast backswing is a fault that 
must be corrected. The reason is 
that it usually causes a slice, 
and for quite obvious reasons. 
You see if you take the club back 
fast and start the downswing 
without pause, as you will do 
when you swing it back rapidly, 
the head of the club will still be 
going back when the hands start 
the downswing. The result is 
your hands will be ahead of the 
club-head when the ball is struck. 
That will cause a slice, because 
the face of the club is not at 
right angles to the line you wish 
to drive the ball when it makes 
contact with it. 

Watch Willie MacFarlane play 
his wooden clubs, and there is no 
great rush to his backswing. He 
takes the club back slowly with 
a straight left arm in control. 
There is almost a_ perceptible 
pause at the top. Thus, when he 
starts to pull the club to start 
the downswing its head starts 
down with his hands. The latter 
are not ahead as they are when 
you rush the backswing. Check 
up and see if a fast backswing is 
not the main reason for your 
slice.

New York, July 27.—(4)—The 
stock market today gave one of the 
most impressive demonstrations of 
strength in recent months. The rally 
started with the opening gong, slowly 
gaining momentum until the last hour 
when the advance assumed violent pro- 
portions in a_ select assortment of 
motors, coppers and high priced spe- 
cialties which were whirled upward 
5 to 10 points. Net gains of 1 to 3 
points were seattered throughout the 
general list, which also contained a 
sprinkling of soft spots and a few 
new low records. 

“Bear” traders, who have been put- 
ting out new short lines were driven 
to cover when large buying orders ap- 
peared in all the speculative favorites. 
The usual week-end profit taking sales 
were easily absorbed and more than 
offset by the large volume of new 
buying presumbably based on the the- 
ory that the market had definitely 
broken out of the narrow trading area 
within which it has been floudering 
for the last month. 


No Credit Change. 


There was no change in credit con- 
ditions. Despite the increasing monthi- 
end demand for funds, call money 
held steady all day at the renewal 
rate of 5 1-2 per cent. Banks called 
about $5,000,000 in loans, but these 
were easily replaced. ‘Time money, 
bankers acceptance and commercial 
paper rates held firm. 

The sudden outburst of bullish en- 
thusiasm was due, in part, to a large 
quota of favorable trade news. The 
optimistic predictions of steel com- 
pany executives, the high rate of mo- 
tor production and sales, the increased 
gasoline prices and the expanding 
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Chicago, July 27.—(4)—Numerous 
corn traders today emulated what Jo- 
seph did of old, accumulating the grain 
to provide against expected scarcity. 
Other traders, however, acted on be- 
lief of plentifulness of corn in the fu- 
ture, During the fluctuations which 
resulted, corn values in some cases 
went to the highest point since last 
April. but the extreme advance failed 
to hold. 

Closing quotations on corn were 
nervous, 3-4 cent to 1 5-4 cents net 
higher, with, wheat 1 cent to 1°5-5 
cents off, oats 1-2 cent to 1 cent down, 
and provisions unchanged to a rise 
ef 35 cents. 

Upturns in corn prices began early, 
with trading active and with much 
notice being taken of the fact that 
eastern interests were buyers of corn 
available for prompt shipment. Prices 
paid for such corn were equal to $1.11 
a bushel for No. 2 yellow, and were 
substantially above the current quo- 
tations for July delivery, as well as 
far above the price of September. 
Under these circumstances, sellers of 
eorn future deliveries became scarce, 
and the market scored a quick advance 
all around, helped by talk about fur- 
ther export business in new crop corn 
and by announcement that vessel 
room had been chartered for 265,000 
bushels of corn to be loaded tomorrow 
for Georgian Bay, Canada. 

In wheat, buying power was vVir- 
tually confined to previous sellers, 
Meanwhile, receipts here were larger. 
Export business totaled 800,000 bush- 
els, but was mostly Canadian. Oats 
sagged with wheat. p

There also 
may have been selling on unfavorable 
labor reports from Manchester and re- 
ports that the Texas crop was being 
estimated at a little over 5,000,000 
bales in some quarters. 

Accounts Evened. 

October declined to 20.783 and Jan- 
ury to 20.50, or about 35 to 38 points 
from the early high level, but the de- 
cline was checked at these figures by 
covering for over the week-end and 
last prices showed rallies of a few 
points from the lowest.

LOSS DURING WEEK 


New York, July 27.—(/)—Increas- 
ing optimism over coming crop possi- 
bilities owing to reports of beneficial 
rains in west Texas and continued 
absence of boll weevil damage reports 
of serious or general character, seemed 
responsible for further declines in the 
cotton market here the past week. 
Previously there had been considerable 
neryousness over the crop situation in 
dry sections of the southwest and the 
appearance of rains there evidently 
made a considerable impression on 
sentiment. 

It seemed the impression also that 
showers or rains in the eastern belt 
had been interspersed by periods of 
clear weather during which some lit- 
tle progress might have been made 
with cultivation, and on the whole it 
seemed to be most generally thought 
that the last week in July was wit- 
nessing some further improvement in 
the crop. 

Judging from the market comment, 
which accompanied the decline, trad- 
ers were looking for end-July or Au- 
gust first condition figures of about 
68 or possibly 70 and for crop indica- 
tions of somewhere between 14,000,- 
000 and 15,000,000 bales. Private end- 
July reports are expected to test these 
ideas of the outlook within the next 
few days but there may be continued 
uncertainty as to the matter until the 
government report is issued August 8. 

Rather conflicting opinions have 
been expressed as to how far the de- 
cline of very nearly 2 1-2 cents a 
pound from the high prices touched 


at the end of June has gone toward |, 


discounting the supposed improvement 
in the crop during July. Some think 
that selling on the improving crop ac- 
counts of this month has been restrict- 
ed to some extent by the fear of Au- 
gust deterioration. Others believe that 
the market has been pretty well liq- 
uidated and consequently left in a con- 
dition to respond quite readily to any 
departure from normal in the progress 
of the crop from now on. _ 

Comparatively few reports of ac- 
tual damage from boll weevil have 
been reaching the trade during the 
week, but toward the end of the pe- 
riod there were reports of increasing 
infestation, particularly in parts of 
Alabama, while it was felt that the 
wet weather in the southwest might 
be followed by increased activity in 
that quarter. 

Some traders have been expressing 
rather less apprehension of serfous 
damage from the insects this year 
owing to the absence of serious com- 
plaints this month, but others believe 
that the boll weevil remains an im- 
portant threat and that they may do 
great harm during the next few weeks 
if not controlled by dry, hot weather. 


2 ROME CHILDREN

Motors corporation today reported 
record earnings while bankers were 
making a last minute campaign in an 
effort to save a project to merge two 
of its principal competitors—Chrys- 
Jer. corporation and Dodge Brothers. 

Walter P. Chrysler announced after 
a meeting of the Chrysler directors 
this afternoon that the entire project 
by which the’ Chrysler corporation is 
to acquire Dodge Brothers will fail 
unless there are substantial ‘deposits 
of Dodge stock before tomorrow noon, 
when the time for deposit ends. Dodge 
directors also met, but it was said 
both meetings were in connection with 
certain formalities in connection with 
the merger plan. 

Cash Record, Too. 

Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., president of 

General Motors, annodnced greatest 
earnings for the half year and second 
quarter and a record amount of cash 
and cash items in the history of the 
company. Earnings for the first half 
totalled $161,267,974, as compared to 
$129,250,207 in the first half of 1927. 
Balance oF op dividends on preferred 
and debenftre stocks was equal to $9 
a share on the common stock, against 
$7.17 last year on a comparable share 
basis. Second quarter earnings were 
$91,799,398, which was $15,100,599 
more than for the second quarter last 
year. Cash and cash items on June 
30 totalled $264,383,668. 
" “For the six months ended June 
00,” Mr. Sloan reported, “retail sales 
by General Motors dealers to users 
were 1,063,733 cars, compared with 
840,481 cars in the corresponding pe- 
es of 1927—an increase of 26.4 per 
cent,” 

_ The project of creating a third great 
giant of the automobile industry by 
the combination of Chrysler and Dodge 
was said to be threatened primarily 
by the apathy of the small Dodge 
stockholders. Mr. Chrysler has set 90 
per cent as the minimum of each class 
of Dodge stoek which must be depos- 
ited under the merger plan before the 
Chrysler corporation will proceed with 
it. . Tonight some 85,000 additional 
shares of preference stock and 77,500 
shares of class A stock were needed 
to make up the percentage. Mr. 
Chrysler's statement this afternoon set 
to rest all hope that he might reduce 
the percentage. 

_ If the merger plan fails because of 
insufficient stock deposits it will be 
by a very narrow margin, Enough 
Class B stock has already been de- 
posited, and the Class A and prefer- 
ence deposits were just under the 90 
per cent mark tonight. Banking opin- 
ion as to whether the remaining shares 
could be obtained varied. 
of the backers of the project were of 
the opinion that it would succeed, 
while others could see little hope. . 

A meeting of Dodge stockholders 
has been called to convene in Balti- 
more tomorrow to act upon the mer- 
ger. Under an amendment to the 
Dodge charter, each share of prefer- 
ence and Class A stock will be en- 
titled to one vote as well as each share 
of Class B. There are 850,000 out- 
standing shares of preference, 1,935,- 
024 of Class A, and 500,000 shares 
of Class B. What action may be 
taken in case the necessary percen- 
tage of stock is not deposited was 
a matter of speculation in Wall street. 


GEORGE FICKLING, 
DOOMED NEGRO, 
DENIED CLEMENCY 


Governor L. G. Hardman Friday 
declined to grant a commutation of a 
death sentence imposed on George 
Fickling, Savannah negro convicted of 
murder, and the condemned man will 
be executed at Milledgeville August 
3, it was announced at the governor's 
office. 

Fickling was convicted in July, 
1927, on a charge of killmg Dan 
Strickland, a negro, and was given 
the death sentence. His case was ap- 
pealed to the supreme:court and the 
verdict of the lower court was af- 
firmed.

Last year the records show that more 
than 800 mergers were effected in the 
United States in this field. 

. True there are hundreds of differ- 
ent public utility plants scattered 
widely throughout the United States; 


but approximately 80 per cent of the 
total national powers producing plants 
are now controlled by fourteen more 
or less “closely knit , major holding 
and operating groups.” 

These groups are: Electric Bond 

and Share, Insull group, Northeastern 
Affiliates, North American System, 
Standard Gas and Electric, Allied 
Light and * ead Edison United and 
its | allies (New York), Pacific Gas and 
Electric company, United Gas Inm- 
provement, Detroit Edison, Duke Pow- 
er, Stone & Webster group, Ameri- 
can Waterworks & Electric and 
Public Service of New Jersey. 

The first five of these named above 
now control about one-half of the na- 
tional power produced, 

Nicholas F. Brady, president of the 
New York Edison company, estimated 
that the people of New York would 
save from $1,000,000 to $2.500,000 a 
year in the merger of the Consolidaf- 
ed Gas company and the Brooklyn 
Edison company, by the elimination of 
duplications.
